Do Not Alter Situation. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Spe- 
clal. Farm relief will be the dominat- 
ing issue in the next campaign, Sena- 
tor William BH. Borah [Rept., Idaho], 
asserted on his return to Wash- 
ington after a summer in the west. 

“There is an extraordinary situation 
in the west,” ‘said Senator Borah. 
“ Although crops are good and prices 
as acute as ever. If something isn't 
done in the next congress farm relief 
is bound to be the dominating issue in 
the coming presidential campaign. 

“There is, by no means, a universal 
‘support of the McNary-Haugen bill in 
the west, although wheat growers 
generally are for it. There is a gen- 
eral desire for some kind of relief 
whether it comes within the scope of 
the McNary-Haugen bill or not.” 

Remedy Is in Marketing. 

Senator: Borah said that in his judg- 
ment farm relief was largely a ques- 
tion of reducing the cost of market- 
‘ing agricultural products. Something 
must be done, he said, to remedy the 
situation whereby the farmer gets 
only about thirty cents out of each 
dollar paid by the consumer. Last 
year, he said, out of $22,000,000,000 
paid for farm products, only about 57, 
000,000,000 went to the. producer. 
Senator Borah has been giving; 
some thought to the working out of a 
system under which the federal gov - 
ernment, by licensing commission men 
and other intermediate dealers in farm 
products, could do away with present 
conditions by which the farmer ships 
his own produce on consignment and 


under which the commission men are

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FUNCTION OF VITAMINS. 


UST now the accepted opinion is that 

there are five vitamins each of 
which must be eaten frequently in 
a determined amount if the welfare 
of the individual and of the race is 
to be conserved. The need is of a dif- 
ferent sort from the need of other foods. 
We need the foods that supply heat units 
in order that we may haye fuel to run 
the boilers. We need proteins and min- 
erals to build up the structures that are 
worn down by the day’s work. The 
need of the vitamins is not so easily

This principle promotes 
growth in the young and contributes te | 
well being in persons of all ages. 

Vitamin D is also a fat Prime sub- 
stance which is protection 
against rickets. It is ially needed 
by the young, though adults find it help- 
ful in warding off pneumonia, consump- 
tion, colds, and that line of infections. 
It is found stored abundantly in the liver 
of the cod, though that is not the only

Vitamin B has edhe: principles and, in 
time, may come to be recognized as a 
mixture of two vitamins. It is a water 
soluble growth principle. Just as A, it 
contributes to growth and well being. It 
is widely distributed in both the animal 
and the vegetable kingdoms. . 

The other quality of B., which may be 
due to another vitamin mixed with it, 
is that of protecting against beriberi and 
various kinds of neuralgic aches and 
pains... Among the Chinese and others 
who live largely on polished rice, beri- 
beri, a form of very serious neuritis, is 
the prevailing malady. Their diet is de- 
ficient in vitamin B. 

Vitamin C is not known to have any 
function except that of protecting 
against scurvy. Although we seldom 
have the 7. which was so severe 
among sailors, explorers, ‘prisoners, and 
some Others before the civil war, the 
disease in mild form still is with us. 
Many of the physicians of sixty to one 
hundred years ago wrote that most of 
the ailments of the trail blazing pioneers 
were complicated by scurvy. Many of 
the minor ills of present day babies are 
likewise colored by a touch of scurvy. 

Vitamin C exists especially in vege- 
tables and fruits. It is the most deli. 
cate and easily destroyed of the vita-

Vitamin E is responsible for fertility. 
When it is deficient animals do not breed 
or, if they do, there are but few young 
and many of these are born dead.
